The California Forestry Commis- 


sion, of which James Y. Ooleman is 
Chairman, is taking measures to pro- 
tect the slopes of the mountains 
around Lake Tahoe from the lumber- 
men, who will, if permitted, soon 
strip off the trees. If this should be 
done the lake as a pleasure resort 
•would be ruined, for its surround 
ing mountains would bo rendered 
bare and desolate, and it is feared 
that the lake itself would be ruined. 
The Commission will .endeavor to 
have Congress gire to California and 
Nevada the land bordering the lake, 
that the timber may be preserved. 
The Central Pacific's land grant 
covers a little less than half of the 
coveted ground, but the Company 
has agreed to exchange it for other 
land equally good that the Govern- 
ment may give it, allowing that now 
held by it to be given to the public 
for the preservation of the natural 
•beauties of the famous lake. Until 
the matter is decided the Railroad 
will sell no land in the vicinity of 
the lake.

Tlie C'onutry and its ttulci-a. 


The presence of the Oorean Em 


bassy in this country gives reuewet 
interest to their country and it 
rulers. A correspondent of the Ne 
York Herald writes as follows: 


Seoul, the capital of Oorea, is i 


the northwestern part of to the pe 
ninsula and near the Satr, or Hau 
River, being about sixty inilea fron 
its mouth. The old maps put it d 
rectly on the river, but reoent visil 
have proved that a town which i 
near it, and which is on the river 
was probably mistaken for Seou 
when foreigners were not permitte 
to approach near enough to deter 
mine ita position. 
It is about a 


hour and a half's walking d inline 
away from the river. The capital i 
a walled city, built at the foot of 
range of hills, and the site was evi 
dently selected as affording an ensy 
and natural means for defence, th 
lulls being in the rear and the rive 
in front. It is said to contain abou 
six hundred thousand inhabitants 
but the walls enclose several time 
the area occupied by tha houses, anc. 
after surrounding the towa nscenc 
the hills and form a barrier along 
the topmost ridges. The city is 
vided into four nearly equal paits by 
two immense streets which traverai 
it at right angles thraugh the centre 
Upon these two streets is carried on 
t>he principal business of the place. 


Xha King is a young man of thirty 


two, and it is only since the Summer 
of 1882 that be bus been actually a 
'he head of the State. Unlike most 
Eistern potentates be has but one 
wife, but at the same time he may 
huve as many aa he chooses. It is 
-.tated that thora is no limit to thf 
royal concubines, but, as the Queen 
keeps a sharp lookout upon her royn" 
master they lead o life of leisure 
•ind idleness. As all tbecourt drosses 
-mbroideries aud many other fancj 
articles are said to be made in tLo 
palace, it is but fair to presume that 
these women find something with 
which to occupy themselves. 


One of the most curious circum- 


•itunces in regard to tho King is that 
he has no name, He is simply known 
is ''The King," and not until he dies 
is a came given him. 
He has tho 


power to name the successor to tho 
throne, and that successor may not 
be the next of blood. He is never 
-teen by his people, and only leaves 
die pahice precincts twice a year, nud 
'hen for the purpose of performing 
religions ceremonies at a totoplo 
some hulfa mile away. In stature 
lie is below the medium height, has 
t handsome, pleasant face, jet black 
hair, a light mustache and imperial 
if the sumo color, a white complex- 
ion, 
beautiful teeth, and, thi most 


noticeable of all, dancing black eyes 
that seem to be overflowing with 
merriment. His state dross is of 
•runsou satin, heavily embroidered 
with golden dragons, aud the dress
